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the Rajasthan Police : —

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

During the 1965 hostilities with Pakistan when the enemy 
intiuded and strongly entrenched themselves in an area 
inside our territory, Shri Mott Singh took a leading part in 
clearing the area of the enemy, Throughout the battle, Shri 
Moti Singh moved from place to place encouraging and 
directing his men. Shri Moti Singh’s Battalion was charged 
with the responsibility of guarding a vital sub-sector of the 
border. The distance and the type of the terrain created 
tremendous difficulties in guarding the area, when the enemy 
was trying to cross and capture our posts. Iuspite of heavy 
odds against him, Shri Moti Singh succeeded in preventing the 
enemy’s advance. Eventually by his able leadership Shri 
Moti* Singh forced the numerically superior enemy to with- 
draw entirely from Indian territory in the sub-sector. 

Shri Moti Singh displayed great courage, initiative and 
devotion to duty of a high order.

Statement of services for which the decoration hds been 
awarded. 

During the 1965 hostilities with Pakistan Shri Madho 
Singh guided the operational movements by the Rajasthan 
Armed Constabulary in a sector of the border, frequently In 
the face of heavy bombing and straffing by the enemy. On 
the 9th and the 10th September, 1965 when the bombard- 
ment and straffing by enemy planes was Intensified over the 
Oadra sector, Shri Madho Singh maintained the moral of 
his force by continuously supervising and organising the posts 
under his control. It was due to his efficient lay out of the 
defences that in spite of incessant bombing and straffing the 
enemy could not inflict a single casualty. 

During this critical period, Shri Madho Singh showed 
outstanding leadership and courage and high devotion to 
duty. 

2. This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of the 
rules governing the award of the Police Medal. 

No. 1 -Pres./ 67. — -The President is pleased to award the 
Police Medal for gallantry to the undermentioned officer of 
the Rajasthan Police : —

Shri Dina Nath, 

Platoon Commander. 

1st Battalion, Rajasthan Armed Constabulary, 

Rajasthan. 

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

During the 1965 hostilities with Pakistan, Shri Dina Nath 
was commanding a platoon, which was deployed on the right 
flank of a company facing an important route. When the 
position came under heavy firing and shelling by the enemy, 
Shri Dina Nath moved from one trench to another encourag- 
ing his men without regard for hB own safety. When the 
platoon had to withdraw having nan shott of ammunition, 
Shri Dma Nath joined another platoon while heavy firing 
was going on and was injured by a splinter. When he found 
the enemy advancing towards his position, he took up a 
machine gun and opened heavy fire on the enemy. During 
this action he was hit by an enemy bullet in the stomach. 
Because of the heavy on slaught it was decided to withdraw 
to a better position. While withdrawing Shri Dina Nath was 
trapped in an ambush by the enamy but managed to aacape 
lgter he also successfully evaded enemy mounted troops 
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Who chased him Thus severely wounded and bleeding pro- 
fusely and without food and water, Shri Dina Nath continued 
his journey for two days and nights when he was picked up 
by a search party. 

Shri Dina Nath exhibited exemplary leadership, tenacity 
and devotion to duty. 

2. This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of the 
rules governing the award of the Police Medal and conse- 
quently carries with it the special allowance admissible under 
rule 5. with effect from 4-12-65.
